Bruce Catton Says: 


Conciliation Gaining In Labor Disputes 


WASHINGTON — Increasing senti- 


ment for more government conciliation 
in labor disputes is developing as the 
wrangel over the National Labor Re- 
lations Board continues. 


The Smith committee's work has 


had the back-handed effect of re- 
minding legislators that there exists 
in the Labor Department an unsung 
outfit called the U. S. Conciliation 
Service; which doesn't cost much mon- 
ey, keeps a lot of trouble from hap- 
pening, and has'nt yet brought any 
business men down here protesting 
against "government interference." 


No direct comparison of Conciliat- 


ion Service and Labor Board is fair, 
because tile two organizations have 
entirely different jobs. Nevertheless, 
the recent record of the Conciliat- 
ion Service is worth looking at— 
and more people here are wondering 
if the service ought not to get more 
emphasis.

Steelman, the Conciliation Service pre- 
vented more than G60 threatened strik- 
ers—from turning into actual stoppages 
of work .Interestingly enough the 
character of its work is changing. 


Steelman notes, a definite trend, a- 


way from the settlement of actual strik 
es and lockouts, and toward theii 
prevention. Fewer people are calling on 
the conciliators to come in and stop 
trouble; more people are asking them 
to come in >and keep 'truoble from 
starting. A little bit of work goes a 
long way, sometimes; in one case, for 
instance, one conference between a 
labor leader and a plant manager, ar- 
ranged by a conciliator, prevented a 
strike which would have involved 
20,000 workers. 


Furthermore, there is an increasing 


tendency to look fa;.- ahead to peace- 
ful settlement of disputes. More than 
50 per cent of the labor agreements, 
signed in cases where the Conciliat- 
ion Service has been called provide 
for the arbitration of grievances. More 
than 10 per cent provide that no 
strike or lockout may take place 
until tlie case has been laid before 
the Conciliation Service. 


Costs Far Less Than Labor 


Board 


The government isn't paying much 


for this service. Last year the total 
cost of the Conciliation Service, for 
salaries and expenses ran slightly 
under ?400,000. Tlie service 'handled 
3541 
cases involving 1,G3G,543 work- 


ers—an average cost of §1100 per case. 


The Labor Board, meanwhile, cost 


$2,800,000. It handled 
65G9 cases in- 


volving 1,028,959 workers, at an aver- 
age cost per case of §433. 


That comparison isn't made to show 


that the Labor Board is to expensive. 
In the nature of things, its work 
costs more. Point is that government 
is spending, for the adjustment of 
disputes, only about one-seventh of 
the money it is spending to enforce 
the Wagner act. 


When he signed the Wagner act, 


President Ro'osevelt wrote: 


"The function of mediation remains, 


under this act, the duty of the Sec- 
retary of Labor and of the Conciliat- 
ion Service . . . This act, defining right 
the enforcement of which is recogniz- 
ed by the congress to be necessary 
as both an act of common justice and 
economic advance, must not be mis- 
interpreted. It may eventually eli- 
minate one major cause of labor 
disputes, but it will not stop all labor 
disputes." 


And it is precisely all the other dis- 


putes which don't come under the "one 
major cause' referred to by the Presi- 
dent, which fall in the Conciliation 
Service's lap. 


Locker-plant freezing is comparative' 


ly new as a method of meat pre- 
servation in Arkansas, but Is rapidly 
gaining favor, according received from 
Miss Mary E. Loughead, Extension 
specialist in foods and nutrition, Un 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. 


Among the many advantages of loc- 


ker-plant freezing which account fo: 
this increasing popularity, Miss Lough 
head says, are elimination of mea 
spoilage due to unfavorable weathe 
conditions, a better distribution o 
fresh meat throughout the year, am 
the quick freezing the plant provides 


The primary 
difference betweer 


quick freezing and accidental freez 
ing which experience has taught'ru

ral people to avoid is the freezing 
speed. Not only does quick freezin 
take place at a lower temperature, bu 
the cuts having been reduced to 
smaller size before freezing, .the pro 
cess is more uniform, Miss Loughea 
says. In addition to there being les 
breaking down of the cells by quic 
freezing, the locked-plant is also 
storage plant, and the meat can be 
kept in the frozen state until it is 
to be used. After ,rneat has been, 
frozen, Miss Loughead warns, it must 
be used immediately after thawing 
out. 
. 


Although meat is essential in,a well 


balanced diet, there is a tendency to 
eat too much meat during the win- 
ter months because of lack of facili- 
ties for keeping it at the proper- 
temperature. 
From a health stand 


point it is better that the meat 
supply be distributed over the year, 
and freezer locker storage is one 
means of doing this, the Extension 
specialist says. 


All kinds of meats, according to 


Miss Loughead have been frozen suc- 
cessfully although meat of high qual- 
ity is more satisfactory than meat 
from unfinished or low grade animals, 
A better piece of meat will not be 
taken out of the locker than went 
into It 


Miss Loughead makes the following 


suggestions for preparing meat for loc- 
ker freezing: 


Carve meat into cuts of cooking 


size—steaks, roasts, chops or soup 
meats. From 3 to 5 pounds is a good 
size for the thick cuts of meat such 
as roasts, and one-half to one inch 
thick for the thin cuts such as steaks. 
Ground meats should be shaped in- 
to patties and the patties separated 
by layer of suitable paper. No seas- 
oning should be added to ground 
meat before freezing.

Jesus Proclaims His Mcssiahsliip 


Text: Matthew 21:1-16

The shadow of. tragedy was draw- 


ing over the earthly life of Jesus, 
and it was not long until He would 
be going the way to Calvbry and the 
Cross which, in various ways He had 
intimated to His disciples, was to be 
His destiny and theirs. 


But with that strange contrast that 


has been so often manifest in relation 
to grea religious teachers and leaders, 
we find Jesus on the eve of Calvary 
in a scene of popular enhtusiasm in 
which He enters Jerusalem virtually 
proclaiming or acknowleding'His Mes- 
siahship while multitudes, along the 
way cry, 'Hosanna," and welcome 
Him as "the King that cometh in' the 
name of the Lord. 


History affords many such examples 


of 
popular 
enthusiasm concerning 


great leaders and teachers, whose car- 
eers ended in martyrdom. Popular 
enthusias is very fickle, and where 
devotion to a Christian teacher is not 
based upon love and loyalty and and 
an understanding of his teaching, em- 
otional devotion «oon runs out or even 
| turns to hostility 


It seems doubtful whether the peo- 


ple ever really turned against Jesus 
but His enemies were effective in 
developing at least some popular oppo 
sition; for, when Pilate offered to re 
lease Jesus in accordance with the 
custom of pardoning some prisone 
at the Feast of the Passover, those 
who were within the sound of Pilate' 
voice cried, "Not this man, but Bara 
b«ts." Possibly hte people of Jerusa 
lem might have made a differen 


choice, but even masses of people are 
often very susceptible to subversive in- 
fluences. 


At any rate, here in our lesson is 


the story of Palm Sunday and the 
triumphal entry of Jesus into Jerusa- 
lem. It would seem on the surface 
s if this triumphal entry were at 
•ariance with what -Jesus had been 
elling His disciples about the nature 
if His kingdom. He had been trying 
o make it plain that His kingdom I 
was not of this world, that He had I 
not come to set up material power, 
jut that He had a deeper spiritual \ 
mrpose.

Did not this triumphal entry into! 


ferusalem, with the people acclaiming : 
rlim as king, give an altogether dif- 
ferent emphasis?
